Washington. Aug. 13.—[Special.]—It 
is quite possible that the United States 
will build its own merchant marine or 
form a basis for restoring the dug of 
the United States to the seas.

Aug. 13.—[Special.]—It 
is quite possible that the United States 
I will build its own merchant marine or 
form a basis for restoring tile ting of 
the United States to the seas. 
The Weeks bill, which was passed 
some time ago under the exigencies of 
European war conditions, is the enter­ 
ing wedge for the government to pro­ 
ceed upon the ocean carrying business. 
Under it vessels of the navy could be 
used to carry malls and freight, when 
necessary, to South America and Eu­ 
rope.
